I BLAGOJEVICH DEFENDS DECISION NOT TO TESTIFY

A defiant Rod Blagojevich defended his decision Wednesday not to take the 
witness stand at his corruption trial by declaring the government had not only 
failed to present a strong case against him but actually proved his innocence. 
But like many things the former governor has said over the years, the choice 
was more complicated. 


While his lawyers publicly backed Blago- 
jevichs view that he didn’t need to respond 
to the government’s case, sources said the 
defense team was worried the former gover- 
nor could be headed toward a beating on the 
stand that only would undermine his case and 
weaken his standing with the jury 

Blagojevich would have faced a veteran fed- 
eral prosecutor who had spent months pre- 
paring for the cross-examination of a lifetime, 
armed with allegations and recordings the 
jury hadn’t heard yet. The ex-governor’s prac- 
tice runs — with prominent criminal-defense 
lawyers acting as cross-examiners— were 
troubling, sources with knowledge of the ses- 
sions told the Tribune. 

The sources said the former governor had 
difficulty wrapping words around the con- 
cepts he wanted to use to defend himself 


Blagojevich and his wife, Patti, spent several 
days last week going over his possible testi- 
mony with lawyers Sam Adam and his son, 
Sam Adam Jr. 

Ultimately, the lawyers agreed the best 
move was to deny prosecutors the opportu- 
nity to do more damage to Blagojevich. The 
move prevented the ex-governor from being 
confronted with any more tapes the govern- 
ment might have held back in anticipation of 
cross-examining him and ended the threat of 
witnesses such as convicted fimdraiser Antoin 
“Tony” Rezko being called to the stand to re- 
but Blagojevich’s testimony 

But Blagojevich tried to put the best face 
Wednesday on his break from his long-held 
vow to testify, saying, “There was nothing fur- 
ther for us to add.” 

“In the tapes that the government played. 


they proved, as I said all along, that I did 
nothing illegal,” Blagojevich told a small army 
of reporters in the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
lobby “In fact they proved that I sought the 
advice of my lawyers and my advisers. They 
proved that I was on the phone talking to 
them, brainstorming about ideas.” 

In court, Blagojevich sat with his hands 
folded at the defense table as his lawyer, Shel- 
don Sorosky informed the judge in front of 
the jury that the defense was resting without 
the former governor testifying. 

The ex-governor’s lawyers — who told ju- 
rors in opening statements that he would 
testify — will address the issue in closing ar- 
guments, saying Blagojevich didn’t need to 
testify because the government’s case is so 
weak. Though the strategy poses some risk, 
legal experts say the defense team must have 
found it a safer option than putting their un- 
predictable cHent on the stand. 

“That would be better than him being 
cross-examined into obHvion,” said former 
prosecutor Dean Polales, who now focuses 
on white-collar criminal defense at Ungaretti 
& Harris. “T^ically if a defendant puts on a 
case, the winner is the one who puts on the 
better story”

A former senior embalmer at the Memphis Funeral Home is 
auctioning tools reportedly used to embalm and prepare Elvis 
Presley’s body in 1977 for a private viewing the day after he 
died. 

For up to an estimated $8,000, Elvis fans on Aug. 12 will have 
a chance to splurge on a “John Doe” tag supposedly used on El- 
vis’ body at the hospital, along with rubber gloves, forceps, lip 
brushes, a comb and eyeliner, needle injectors and aneurysm 
hooks allegedly used during the King of Rock ‘n’ RoU’s funeral 
preparations, according to Chicago-based Leslie Hindman 
Auctioneers, 1338 W Lake St., which is hosting the sale. 

The items reportedly were used only once. 

“We’ve done all kinds of things over the years, but this is 
definitely an unusual couple of lots,” Leslie Hindman said. 

In previous auctions people have shelled out big bucks for 
anything belonging to the dead and famous. Clumps of El- 
vis’ dark strands have gone for about $18,000, and a syringe 
used on Abraham Lincoln on his death bed went for around 
$10,000, Hindman said. 

Preparing Elvis involved embalming his body dressing him 
in a suit, applying makeup and dying his graying hair jet black, 
according to the auction house. 

Also for sale will be the coffin shipping invoice, the hanger 
to Elvis’ suit, his preparation room case report and case sheet. 

Karl Kann, president of Worsham College of Mortuary 
Science in Wheeling, said the embalmer crossed the line. He 
also questions the authenticity of the items. 

“It doesn’t matter how famous they are, they put their trust 
in you,” Kann said, adding that morticians are not supposed 
to profit from doing their jobs. 

The mystery senior embalmer could not be reached for 
comment. As part of his contract for the auction, he wanted 
to remain anonymous.

Chicago Police Officer Michael Bailey was off-duty when 
he was shot and killed in front of his South Side home Sun- 
day morning, but his younger brother says the 20 -year vet- 
eran’s mission— with or without the uniform— was to “serve 
and protect.” 

“Being an off-duty police officer was not part of Mi- 
chael’s character. Michael was never off-duty,” his brother, 
Solomon Bailey 60, said at a news conference Wednesday at 
Chicago police headquarters. 

As Bailey spoke, his brother’s widow, Pamela, sobbed and 
held hands with her daughter, Jada. 

“To serve and protect is what he did with his family and 
his community” Solomon Bailey said, noting his brother 
was vice president of his block club and was helping plan 
a party for senior citizens. “To me, he was always my big 
brother. That was something he would never let me forget.” 

The family who did not take any questions from report- 
ers, asked for privacy and time to grieve. 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis has apologized to Bailey’s 


family because he was out of town Sunday to attend his father- 
in-law’s funeral. Weis on Wednesday pleaded for the commu- 
nity to come forward with any information about the slaying. 

The Chicago Police Memorial Foundation, the Fraternal 
Order of Police-Chicago Lodge 7 and the FBI have offered 
a combined reward of $55,000 for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of Bailey’s killer or killers. 

On Wednesday, officials from the National Organiza- 
tion of Black Law Enforcement Executives Chicago Metro 
Chapter announced an additional $10,000 reward. 

“It could be the piece of evidence that brings this case to 
fruition and we don’t care if the motivation is reward mon- 
ey good citizenship or whatever,” Weis said. “Please let us 
get these criminals off the street. If they’ll kill a police of- 
ficer, the question comes up, ‘Who’s next?’ ” 

Weis said the detectives, and narcotics and gang officers 
were working tirelessly on the case. 

“The criminals who are responsible for this have to be 
identified and they have to be taken off the streets,” he said. 
“Justice must be served.” 


Brookfield welcomes 
rescued Gulf pelicans

Five American white pelicans are getting a second chance at 
life at the Brookfield Zoo after being saved from the polluted 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico, where they had come in contact 
with oil leaking from a BP well since April. 

Volunteers from the International Bird Research Center 
and Tri-State Bird Rescue and Research rescued the pelicans 
off the coast of Louisiana between June 13 and 17. After be- 
ing cleaned they were sent to the Jackson Zoo in Mississippi, 
where they spent a few weeks recovering before the long 
drive to Brookfield this past weekend. 

On Wednesday they had their first physicals by zoo veterinar- 
ians and vet techs who drew blood to help determine their sex 
and if they have any parasites or diseases. They also examined 
the birds’ bills and pouches as well as their wings, which are 
damaged and prevented them from migrating north prior to the 
oil spill. The final step was an X-ray of each bird’s entire body

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Immigration protesters gather 


About two dozen demonstrators protest- 
ed outside the Illinois Republican Party 
headquarters in downtown Chicago on 
Wednesday as part of a nationwide cam- 
paign to bait elected officials into pushing 
for legal immigration status for millions of 
students in the country illegally 

As frustration has mounted over the 
lack of federal immigration reforms, so 
have the tactics of immigrant activists. 
Thirty undocumented students from Chi- 
cago and elsewhere were arrested in the 


U.S. Senate on Tuesday after staging sit-ins 
outside the offices of several legislators. 

In what has become a political dance 
over the volatile issue of “Dream Act” stu- 
dents— those who were brought into the 
country by their parents and seek a path to 
citizenship— the demonstrators in Wash- 
ington were not placed in custody by fed- 
eral immigration officials. 

Instead, they were charged with civil 
disobedience and released by Capitol po- 
lice, with court hearings pending for those 


misdemeanor violations, said Sgt. Kim- 
berly Schneider, a spokeswoman for the 
federal police department. 

An official with Immigration and Cus- 
toms Enforcement acknowledged that 
the department was aware of the protests 
but said the agency’s focus is on deporting 
felons and other criminals who pose an im- 
mediate threat to American society 

“In a world of limited resources, we’re 
focusing on the really bad actors,” said ICE 
spokeswoman Gillian Brigham.

A federal jury on Wednesday found former Streets and Sanita- 
tion Commissioner A 1 Sanchez guilty of mail fraud in connec- 
tion with a scheme to rig hiring for city jobs to favor politically 
connected applicants. 

The case, a retrial of Sanchez’s 2009 case alleging the same 
scheme, ended with little fanfare in the Dirksen U.S. Court- 
house, which was mobbed with journalists covering the cor- 
ruption trial of former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

Sanchez nodded once and slid his hands from the defense 
table as U.S. District Judge Robert Gettleman read the verdict: 
guilty to a single count of fraud. 

Co-defendant Aaron DelValle was found guilty of one count 
of perjury 

“We’re terribly disappointed,” Sanchez’s attorney, Thomas 
Breen, said as he left the courtroom. ‘A 1 Sanchez is a great 
man.” 

Sanchez faces up to 20 years in prison.

Tercel just after 8 a.m. Tuesday at 5401 N. Elston Ave., Chicago 
Police Officer John Mirabelli said. 

Sources said chains were found on the body 

An ambulance was called to the scene, but no one was taken 
to a hospital.

Roberts said that in a twisted way more 
heavy rain could help cleanup efforts by 
clearing roads and driveways of accumulat- 
ed mud and debris. 

Larry Colley a Garrison, Ky, firefighter, 
was part of a swift-water rescue team that 
helped an elderly woman trapped in her 
house Wednesday morning. 

He said that in Lewis County rescuers 
saw people “evacuated, people trapped, 
people on roofs.” 

Even firefighters attempting rescues were 
trapped when water enveloped the roads 
between the fire department and the rescue 
site, he said.

Obama signs

□ WASHINGTON With a broad smile and 
the stroke of a pen. President Obama on 
Wednesday capped a contentious 18 -month 
struggle and signed into law the broadest re- 
vamp of financial regulation since the Great 
Depression. 

Alternating between hitting Wall Street and 
acknowledging its economic importance, the 
president said the historic Restoring American 
Financial Stability Act of 2010 seeks to strike a 
balance that would protect consumers while al- 
lowing the vital financial sector to prosper. 

Obama and congressional Democrats went to 
extremes to highlight all the consumer provisions 
in the legislation. There are numerous measures 
to combat predatory lending, and the president 
invited borrower Robin Fox of Rome, Ga., to the 
speech. She’d been hit with unexpected interest 
rate increases on a credit card balance. 

“With this law, unfair rate hikes, like the one 
that hit Robin, will end for good,” Obama said.

But the first one was a 
big one. Even though it was [Class] A ball, there was 
a lot to it. 

“Until you get games under your belt and have ex- 
perience, you don’t ... I didn’t feel that comfortable 
at first. It was new and there’s a lot to this, some- 
times more than meets the eye. Tbu wear a lot of dif- 
ferent hats.” 

At 50, Sandberg’s daily routine includes throwing 
batting practice and hitting endless ground balls be- 
fore games. He is not just a manager, he is a teacher. 
He’s also a molder of young men, which is not exactly 
high on the list of requirements for most major-league 
managers. 

But Sandberg believes in what he is doing and the 
way he is doing it.

No. 1 on list of athlete earnings 



CHICAGO’S Professional golfer Tiger 

LISTMAKER Woods has been off his 

game since his extramari- 
tal affairs were exposed 
last year, but he still is the 
world’s highest earning ath- 
lete, according to two lists 
released Wednesday 

Woods claimed the top 
spot on a 2010 U.S. list of 
JULIUS 50 athletes for the seventh 

PEPPERS consecutive year compiled 

$20,075,000 by si.com, though his to- 

tal earnings fell 10 percent 
to $90.5 million. His total also is down 40 percent 
from $127.9 million in 2008. 

Woods also topped Forbes magazine’s 2010 list of 
the top 50 earning athletes in the world at $105 mil- 
lion, down 4.5 percent from last year as the star golfer 
has lost such sponsors as Accenture and AT&T. It was 
the ninth consecutive year he topped the Forbes list. 

Overall, the average earnings for the entire U.S. 
list at si.com rose ii percent to a record $26.2 mil- 
lion, and they were up 1.7 percent to $30 million for 
20 international stars. 

Tennis star Roger Federer, at $61.8 million, 
bumped soccer player David Beckham from the top 
spot he had held the past two years on the interna- 
tional list, si.com said. 

Woods’ earnings for the 2010 list are composed of 
$20.5 million in earnings and $70 million in endorse- 
ments from such sponsors as Nike and Electronic 
Arts, si.com said. Woods’ endorsement earnings fell 
$22 million from last year’s list. 

Rival golfer Phil Mickelson came in second on the 
2010 U.S. list at $61.7 million, and the top 10 includ- 
ed four players from the NBA, led by LeBron James 
at No. 4 ($45.8 million), si.com said.

New kid in Boystown 
brings tequila-fueled fun 
to heavyweight-filled block

When the new guy walks into 
a party all heads turn. That’s 
what’s happening now in 
Boystown, where D.S. Tequila 
Company, a new hangout from 
the owners of Minibar, is in the 
process of stepping out.

Most bars open full-force and just hope to make 
it through the first day alive. But D.S. is taking baby 
steps toward a full opening. Owners John Dalton and 
Stu Zirin started with a sneak peek during Pride week- 
end then expanded the menu bit by bit, day by day as 
they work toward a post-Market Days grand opening 
in mid-August. After stopping in a few times ourselves, 
we know why they’re so intent on getting things right. 
Our patio neighbors during one visit spent the night 
spouting off sassy commentary about whether their ’ri- 
tas were too sour, glasses too small or chips too crispy 
No doubt, the bar’s harshest critics will be North Hal- 
sted neighbors who know exactly what they like.

Director says new 
Captain America 
won’t be a f lag-waver

The director of “Captain America: The 
First Avenger,” the 2011 summer block- 
buster that will coincide with the char- 
acter’s 70th anniversary, says the screen 
version of the hero will be true to his 
roots— up to a point. 

“We’re sort of putting a slightly different 
spin on Steve Rogers,” said Joe Johnston, 
whose directing credits include “Jurassic 
Park III” and “Honey I Shrunk the Kids.” 
“He’s a guy that wants to serve his country, 
but he’s not a flag-waver. We’re re-inter- 
preting, sort of, what the comic-book ver- 
sion of Steve Rogers was.” 

Christopher Nolan pared away signifi- 
cant parts of the Batman mythology that 
didn’t fit his grim take on Gotham City 
while Jon Favreau and Robert Downey Jr. 
manufactured a version of Iron Man who 
is hard-wired for far more humor than the 
old-school Marvel Comics character. 

Still, Captain America, with his name 
and history is a sensitive case. Ared-white- 
and-blue character who dates back to the 
Franklin Roosevelt era stirs up plenty of 
civic emotion. 

Johnston has been hard at work on the 
London set of the film, but on Saturday 
he’ll make a whirlwind visit to Comic- Con 
International in San Diego to promote 
the film. He’ll be joined by cast members 
including his star, Chris Evans, who has 
shown a sly wise-guy wit in many of his 


previous roles. Does that make him an odd 
fit to play the earnest and somewhat square 
superhero with the Betsy Ross fashion 
sensibility? Johnston said that in his film, 
which is set in World War II, the character 
will fight the enemies of America but he 
won’t be a stiff, slogan-spouting guy 

“He wants to serve his country, but he’s 
not this sort of jingoistic American flag- 
waver,” Johnston said. “He’s just a good 
person. We make a point of that in the 
script: Don’t change who you are once you 
go from Steve Rogers to this super-soldier; 
you have to stay who you are inside. That’s 
really what’s important, more than your 
strength and everything.”
